Jefferson City, Feb. 4.— All forces 
are to work together toward a more 
satisfactory m arketing of the S outh­ 
east Missouri watermelon crop as a 
result of the extrem ely unsatisfac­ 
tory returns from the 1919 crop, ac­ 
cording to inform ation received from 
the M arketing Bureau of the S tate 
Board of Agriculture. 
Despite the fact th a t the crop of 
¡last, year showed practically no dis- 
jease and intransit losses, the returns 
from the crop were not at all good. 
Prelim inary 
investigations 
covering 
the Kansas City, St. ouis, Omaha, Min­ 
neapolis 
and other central 
western 
m arkets have included all of the Fed­ 
eral inspections a t these points and 
show not only an extrem ely small num ­ 
ber of requests for inspection upon 
Missouri melons, but an almost n eg ­ 
ligible disease occurrence as well. 
It 
should not be taken from this, how­ 
ever, that Missouri melons are free 
from disease as 1919 was what m ight 
be termed as a 'disease free” year for 
Missouri 
and 1920 m ay bring disease 
losses in abundance. 
F urther returns from the prelimi­ 
nary investigations have shown th a t 
losses in Missouri melons are largely 
of a preventable nature. 
Dealers give 
the principal causes of loss as being 
insufficient bedding of cars, inaccurate 
weights and counts, and the leading 
of green m elo n s. 
An average of 1.1 
per cent loss was estim ated as due to 
the loading of green melons, al>^e, 
la factor which is readily within the 
control of the growers. 
The Southeast Missouri A gricultur­ 
al Association, the College of A gri­ 
culture, the railroads, and the State 
M arketing Bureau are to co-operate 
in this investigational and improve­ 
ment work. 
John T. Stinson of the 
Southeast Missouri 
Association and 
B. Michelson of the Frisco are ac­ 
tively interested in the work.

Cardinell of the College

ture is in charge of the spraying and 
field disease control work, and J. R.

Jefferson City, Feb. 4.— All forces 
are to work together toward a more 
satisfactory marketing of the South­ 
east Missouri watermelon crop as a 
result of the extremely unsatisfac­ 
tory returns from the 1919 crop, ac­ 
cording to information received from 
the Marketing Bureau of the State 
Board of Agriculture. 
Despite the fact that the crop of 
last year showed practically no dis­ 
tase and intransit losses, the returns 
from the crop were not at all good. 
Preliminary 
investigations 
covering 
the Kansas City, St. ouis, Omaha. Min­ 
neapolis and other central western 
markets have included all of the Fed­ 
eral inspections at these points and 
show’ not onlyan extremely small num­ 
ber of requests for inspection upon 
Missouri melons, hut an almost neg­ 
ligible disease occurrence as well. 
It 
should not be taken from this, how­ 
ever, that Missouri melons arc free 
from disease as 1919 was what m igH 
be termed as a ’disease free" year for 
Missouri and 1920 may bring disease 
losses in abundance. 
Further returns from the prelimi­ 
nary investigations have shown that 
losses in Missouri melons are largeij 
of a preventable nature. 
Dealers give 
the principal causes of loss as b?ing 
insufficient bedding of cars, inaccurate 
weights and counts, and the b ad.ng 
of green melons. 
An average of 15 
per cent loss was estimated as due to 
the loading of green melons, al>-e, 
a factor which is readily within the 
control of the growers. 
The Southeast Missouri Agricultur­ 
al Association, the College of Agri­ 
culture, the railroads, and the State 
Marketing Bureau are to co-operate 
in this investigational and improve­ 
ment work. 
John T. Stinson of the 
Southeast Missouri Association and 
U. B. Michels >n of the Frisco are ac­ 
tively interested in the work. 
H. A. 
Cardinell of the College 
of Agricul­ 
ture is in charge of the spraying and 
field disease control work, and J. R.
